o rs said to day almo st 8 ,000 o f 
its emplo y ees will be laid o ff 
during the nex t two weeks as 
a result o f steel sho rtages if 
the steel strike is no t settled 
during that time. 
A spo kesman fo r the co m­ 
pany said mo re than 9 00 wo rk­ 
ers already hav e been idled at 
fo ur plants and a least 7 ,000 
will be idled in the nex t two 
weeks. 
The 
co mpany 
emphasized, 
ho wev er, that the lay o ffs wo uld 
hav e no immediate effect o n 
final assembly o f cars. So me o f 
the wo rkers are no t ev en en­ 
gaged in wo rk o n auto mo tiv e 
co mpo nents, 
the 
spo kesman 
said. 
In cases where the emplo y ees 
were wo rking o n auto mo tiv e 
co mpo nents, it was hardware 
and accesso ry pro ductio n that 
was inv o lv ed. The hardware 
and accesso ry div isio ns o rdin­ 
arily run six weeks ahead o f 
final assembly and hence the 
lay o ffs hit the supplier plants 
well in adv ance o f the assem­ 
bly lines.

Are Rescued 
From Ocean 


SEATLLE UPl—'Ten wet and 
weary N av y ai r m e n were 
plucked unharmed fro m the 
to ssing Pacific Ocean early to ­ 
day , nearly 12 ho urs after they 
had ditched their twin-engined 
patro l plane. 
A massiv e rescue o peratio n 
went like clo ckwo rk, despite 
fo ul weather, darkness, fo g and 
the fliers’ po sitio n— 110 miles 
o ff the mo uth o f the Co lumbia

He said land alo ng the gigan­ 
tic spiderweb o f canals pro ­ 
po sed fo r co nstructio n wo uld 
be enriched thro ugh subsidy 
by no t less than $200 an acre 
and enriched in its v alue by at 
least $500 an acre. 
He suggested the state might 
so lv e this by eliminating sub­ 
sidies abo v e an arbitrary fig. 
ure o f $25,000 to indiv idual 
lando wners rather than by an 
acreage limitatio n, which has 
been subject to co ntro v ersy .

I tried. The first night they 
arriv ed, I went to their hotei, 
which, incidentally , was an 
u nfortu nate choice — t h e 
aged Su tter Hotel on Su tter 
Street near Market. I knew 
that Khru shchev was to hav e 
a p riv ate dinner with labor 
leaders and that therefore the 
rep orters, theoretically , wou ld 
not hav e a bu sy schedu le. 
First I talked to a cou p le 
of them in the lobby , inv iting 
them to ride ov er to Marin 
with me, v isit my home and 
ju st talk a bit. They said they 
wou ld like to, bu t they didn't 
hav e time. Finally I got hold 
of their interp reter, the head 
man of the contingent. He 
said the same thing, thanked 
me and took my p hone nu m ­ 
bers in case someone wanted 
to go. I didn't hear from him 
again. 


ON THE BOAT TRIP with 
Khru shchev I was aboard one 
of the p ress boats and had a 
little free time. First I se­ 
lected one man in a grou p 
that was bu sy talking Ru ssian. 
When he broke away slightly 
from the grou p I asked, “Do 
y ou sp eak English?” 
“Fairly flu ently ,” he an­ 
swered. Ho tu rned a r o u n d 
and I cou ldn't help noticing 
his p ress badge said “Detroit 
Times.’ * 
On the second try , howev er, 
I got in conv ersation with Mrs. 
Natalia Sergeev a, chief editor 
of the magazine “New Times” 
of Moscow. She had 
be e n 
Prav da's corresp ondent from 
Moscow at the San Francisco 
organization of the United Na­ 
tion in 1945 . She sp oke good 
English, bu t was more inter­ 
ested in talking abou t the Bay 
than abou t Ru ssia. 


WITH HER was a fellow 
named Khachatu rv an (no re­ 
lation to the mu sician), who 
rep resented the p ap er Sov iet- 
acan Ay astan of Erev an. Ar­ 
menia. He didn’t sp eak Eng­ 
lish, bu t he asked a lot of 
q u estions abou t how long are 
the bridges, which one was 
the Bay Bridge, which one 
the Golden Gate and kep t ask­ 
ing to be shown on a map 
where the boat was at that 
p articu lar time.

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In all, I got little informa­

MY MOST interesting dis­ 
cu ssion of the Ru ssians was 
with an Italian newsman. He 
is Au ro Roselli, rep resenting 
II Giorno of Milano. His of­ 
fice is in New York. 
Well edu cated and sp eak­ 
ing p recise English, he dis­ 
cu ssed 
the 
Ru ssian 
p eop le 
w'ith u s for abou t an hou r 
while we drov e from San Jose 
back to San Francisco. His re­ 
marks were enlightening. 
The main p roblem in u n­ 
derstanding the Ru ssians is 
commu nications, he said. Take 
the word “freedom.” Amer­ 
icans say they hav e freedom; 
Ru ssians say they hav e it too. 
They are both right. What's 
wrong is that the word free­ 
dom doesn’t mean the same 
thing in the two langu ages. 
Ov er here we think of in­ 
div idu al freedom, of a cowboy 
astride his horse on the range, 
free to go where he wants and 
when. In Ru ssian, they think 
of the freedom to belong to 
something, to be a p art of the 
whole. 


This concep t didn’t come 
from the Sov iet regime. It is 
based far back in Ru ssian his­ 
tory . bu t of cou rse fits in 
ideally with commu nism. 
He said, it has been p ossible 
for a y ou ng man to leav e his 
v illage to go to the city to 
.school and come home at the 
end of a term to find the 
whole v illage had d i e d of 
starv ation. 
Or that if a winter hangs 
on ex tra long, a riv er might 
not thaw on time and a corn-, 
p lete commu nity die either 
of lack of water or disease. 
No one might learn of it u ntil 
the sp ring thaw op ened trav el 
again. 


With su ch a backgrou nd, he 
p ointed ou t. the freedom of a 
cowboy has little ap p eal. Rath­ 
er they fear a situ ation where 
they don’t hav e others to rely 
u p on. 
“The Ru ssian p eop le are ac­ 
tu ally still a feu dal p eop le.” 
Roselli declared. They are still 
like the p easants gathering 
arou nd, the castle. Althou gh 
the economy is greatly indu s­ 
trialized. the p eop le hav en't 
been as y et. 
When they do, it is going 
to be interesting to see what 
hap p ens to the commu nist

Leskov , Dos­ 
toev sky . Chekhov , B u ni n, 
Oly esha. and. of cou rse Tols­ 
toy , etc. It u su ally is v ery sad 
like themselv es, bu t shows all 
the trend of the Slav ic races 
so far from u s in many way s. 
Also, we forget that the 
few men in p ower in Ru ssia 
do not rep resent all the p eo­ 
p le there, and it wou ld be a 
great 
mistake 
to 
englobe 
ev erv one in one lu mp . The 
rev olu tion which took p lace 
in the v ast cou ntry ne e d s 
mu ch time to settle many 
p roblems, ev entu ally the best 
element of the p eop le, iv ith 
the better edu cation starting, 
will emerge and take the lead 
(it alway s does'. In the mean­ 
time. the world has to cop e 
with the Commu nist Party in 
p ower, and try to keep p eace­ 
fu l relations with it. It is not 
easy . 
China is the greatest threat, 
howev er, and bears watching. 
It may be that Khru shchev is 
afraid of it himself and may 
want ou r p ossible help in case 
of trou ble.

Marin’s traffic p atrolmen 
are ju st abou t going nu ts try ­ 
ing to figu re ou t the rev ised 
edition of the California Ve­ 
hicle Code — a big fat set of 
ru les gov erning traffic v iola­ 
tions. 
Up to now, a dru nken driv ­ 
er was a p lain 5 02, p ronou nc­ 
ed Fiv e-oh-two. Now he is a 
23102-A or a 23102-B, dep end­ 
ing on whether he is a rep eat 
offender. 
In the p ast, a p atrolman 
wou ld radio ahead: “There's a 
fiv e-oh-two headed y ou r way . 
Please intercep t.” Bu t here­ 
after. y ou can ju st a bo u t 
imagine a p atrolman p u ll ou t 
his big new v ehicle code from 
his p ou ch (it’s too big for the 
hip p ocket) and stammer into 
the mike: “Let's see now ’ . 
Wait'll I get the right p age. 
There's a whatcha-ma-callem 
weav ing down the road. A 
Two-three-one-oh-two-ay e or 
bee headed y ou r way . . .” 
By that time, the ay e or bee 
has p robably weav ed his car 
ov er the horizon into Sonoma. 


BUT SERIOUSLY, this new 
code is su p p osed to be more 
sy stematic and more p recise 
in definitions of v iolations. 
For ex amp le, a car with a lou d 
mu ffler is p robably v iolating 
something. It cou ld be Sec­ 
tion 27 15 0 (inadeq u ate mu f­ 
fler), 27 15 1 (modified 
m u f ­ 
fler), 27 15 2 (ex hau st div erted 
illegally to the side of car), 
27 15 3 (letting 
e x c e s s i v e 
smoke, fu me or flame escap e), 
or 27 15 4 (not hav ing the cab 
section free from p enetration 
of gases and fu mes). 
The thing to do is to stop 
the car first, then tell him to

Khrushchev Made Two, Not One, 


Programs For Disarmament 


Mr. Khru shchev ’s set sp eech 
at the U.N. was hard to fol­ 
low as he deliv ered it, and it 
is not easy to read. Bu t if I 
hav e u nderstood him rightly , 
he p rop osed not one bu t two 
p rograms of “disarmament.” 
One is for “general and 
comp lete disarmament.” This 
is to be carried ou t by mu tu al 
agreement 
in 
three 
stages 
within a fou r-y ear p eriod and 
it is to end in the destru ction 
of all arms bu t small ones, the 
abolition of conscrip tion and 
military training, the ending 
of research for war p u rp oses, 
the dismantling of general 
staffs, and so forth. The sec­ 
ond and sep arate set of p ro­ 
p osals contains a list of “ p ar­ 
tial 
measu res 
of 
disarma­ 
ment.” 


IT IS REASONABLY clear 
that in the General Assem­ 
bly of the United 
Nations 
Mr. K. wishes to hav e the de­ 
bate tu rn on Plan One for 
general and comp lete disarm­ 
ament. Bu t at Camp Dav id 
and at the meetings which 
follow it. he ap p ears to wish 
to negotiate abou t Plan Two 
for p artial disarmament. 
Mr. K. is, of cou rse, well 
aware that ex cep t p erhap s in 
v ery large generalities abou t 
p eace and disarmament the 
United States and its allies 
are not going to accep t Plan 
One for general and comp lete 
disarmament. That is why he 
has p rep ared Plan Two for 
p artial disarmament. 


AN EXAMINATION of his 
fiv e measu res for p artial dis­ 
armament shows, I think, that 
they hav e a common charac­ 
teristic. With one ex cep tion

dealing with “su rp rise attack” 
his p rop osals do not dep end 
in any difficu lt degree on in­ 
sp ection. 
Of the fiv e p rop osals the 
first two are the most su b­ 
stantial and the most immedi­ 
ately interesting for a p os­ 
sible negotiation. The 
f i r s t 
p rop osal calls for “the estab­ 
lishment of a control and in­ 
sp ection zone with the redu c­ 
tion of foreign troop s” in the 
territories of the corresp ond­ 
ing cou ntries of W e s t e r n 
Eu rop e. This was originally 
p u t forward as a Western idea 
and it is well within t h e 
bou nds of what might p rofit­ 
ably be negotiated. It does 
not call for “disarmament” or 
for “disengagement” bu t for 
some “redep loy ment.” 


THE SECOND p rop osal is 
for a v ariant of the Rap acki 
Plan 
which wou ld p rohibit 
nu clear weap ons in a zone 
which wou ld inclu de the two 
Germanies, 
P o l a nd , 
a nd 
Czechoslov akia. There are ob­ 
jections to the p rop osal. Bu t, 
they are not so absolu te that 
one mu st dismiss the p rop osal 
as not negotiable. 
The third p rop osal is for 
the withdrawal of “all foreign 
troop s from the territories of 
Eu rop ean states and liq u ida­ 
tion of military bases in for­ 
eign cou ntries.” This p rop osal 
is, of cou rse, u naccep table. 
Under ex isting conditions we 
shall not retire from Eu rop e. 
The fou rth p rop osal is for 
a non-aggression p act between 
N. A. T. O, and the Warsaw 
Treaty states. It is hard to see 
any seriou s objection to this, 
or for that matter any great 
v alu e in it. 


THE FIFTH p rop osal sou nds 
as if it were an afterthou ght 
inserted to catch the attention 
of the President. It is an 
“agreement on the p rev ention 
of su rorise attacks.” Nothing 
is likely to come of this. This 
is 
the 
kind 
of 
agreement 
which, if nations were to be­ 
liev e in it, req u ires ju st that 
kind of p erv asiv e insp ection 
of military secrets which the 
Sov iet Union most objects to. 


Nev ertheless, althou gh two 
of the p rop osals — for ou r re­ 
tirement from Eu rop e and for 
the p rev ention of su rp rise at­ 
tacks — 
u nrealistic, there 
are three p rop osals which are 
well within the field of seriou s 
a nd tho ro ug hg o ing discussio n 
And neg o tia tio n» .

STOCKHOLM, Sweden UP) — 
Nikita Khrushchev got stuck in 
an elevator at* the extremely 
capitalistic 
Waldorf - Astoria 
hotel in New York last week 
and had to climb five flights. 
The Soviet Premier grinningly 
called it “a capitalistic malfunc­ 
tion” but perhaps he hadn’t 
read Izvestia lately. 
Here is what the Soviet gov­ 
ernment newspaper said about 
Soviet elevators on May 29: 
“Vertical transportation is 
causing people more trouble 
than any form of transport on 
a horizontal level. 


“Many elevators in Mos­ 
cow, Leningrad, Kiev, Khar­ 
kov and Tiflis are made on 
a long ago outdated pattern. 


“They are often out of func­ 
tion. You step in and you can’t 
get^own. You wait and it never 
comes.” 
Moreover, said the paper, the 
new elevators are not much bet­ 
ter. It noted that the govern­ 
ment company “Sojuzlift” had 
been requested to construct a 
modern type of elevator. 
“Toward the end of 1957 
the new lift was ready fo r! 
trial,” Izvestia went on. “Spe­ 
cialists had serious complaints I 
to make about the new elabor-1 


ate construction, which as often 
as the old one will be out of 
function. 
“And to add to all this it is 
very expensive.” 


Izvestia said you can find 
the new elevators in Moscow 
— not working. 


“They rarely function. In the 
southwest of the capital tenants 
have to walk up the stairs in 
blocks of flats 8 to 9 floors high 
with hatred in their eyes as 
they pass the dead elevators.” 


This seems, however, to have 
had little effect. On July 8 Iz­ 
vestia carried a new' article un­ 
der the headline: “Sad signs: 
the lift out of function.” 
The article read: “We still 
don’t have good, comfortable 
and cheap elevators. ‘Sojuzlift’ 
is responsible. It has started 
production of a new construc­ 
tion which is more complicated, 
more expensive and more an­ 
noying than the old ones. The 
Karahovsky works continue to 
turn out the new model, in 
spite of many complaints.

Now when a big child and a 
little child wanted to teeter 
together, they could manage, 
but it took a little more doing. 
The heavier one had to move 
towards the center. This type 
of balance is “asymmetrical” 
or “informaL” 


The home decorator first 
settles the balance problem 
on the floor. For example, 
she may balance a sofa and 
table on one side of the room 
with a chair-and-table group 
and a desk on the other. 


When the furniture is well 
distributed 
throughout 
the 
room, the woman in charge of 
these arrangements is ready 
to start up the walls. Look at 
each wall as though it were a 
picture within a frame. Per­ 
haps along one wall you may 
have stacking units. 


You can cover a square sec­ 
tion of the wall, achieving an 
interesting balance of open 
and closed units. You could 
also decide to use three units 
adjoining each other below 
a fourth stacked on one end. 
To balance this vertical you 
could use tall candlesticks, a 
heavy ceramic or long pic­ 
tures.

A vertical line in a room is 
like a church steeple. It goes 
straight up in the air and 
adds interest. 


Too many vertical lines in 
the room create a restless at­ 
mosphere. They force the eye 
to travel up and down contin­ 
uously. The result is some­ 
what like being at the bottom 
of a canyon or on a street sur­ 
rounded by skyscrapers. 


Horizontal lines are sooth­ 
ing, but too much emphasis 
on the horizontal puts you to 
sleep. 


Lines and mass are two of 
the basic materials 
of 
the 


home decorator. 
The Home 
Furnishings 
Industry 
Com­ 
mittee points out that the way 
she handles them will make 
impossible — the effect she 
craves. 


Strong lines should work 
together. 
The sofa stands 
along the wall, or in very 
large rooms, at right angles 
to it. Carpet margins parallel 
the walls. 


Use the diagonal line cau­ 
tiously. In the wrong place it 
can be downright disturbing, 
it crashes across the vision 
like a lightning-smashed tree. 
One would very rarely put a 
carpet on a diagonal. 


The best way to understand 
balance is to remember your 
childhood teeter-tauter. 
Two 
children of equal weight bal­ 
anced neatly. In decorating 
this sort of even balance is 
called 
“bisymmetrical,” 
or 
formal balance.

The hall or foyer, like a | 
handshake, is an extension of 
host and hostess. It is the first 
and last stop of persons enter­ 
ing the hom e, but often it is 
the neglected room in furni­ 
ture plans. 
Ideally, foyer furnishings 
should include, a table or 
chest, a m irro r, and a bench 
or chair to sit on while remov­ 
ing boots. The floor covering 
should be able to withstand 
moisture. The color scheme 
should blend with that of the 
living room .

They are offered only as pos­ 
sible outlines for planning, 
not as hard-and-fast rules. 


EA R LY AMERICAN. The 
coast of New England may be 
harsh and rocky but Early 
American styles are inviting 
and homey. They remind you 
of braided rugs and pewter or 
copper gleaming on a fire­ 
place. 
As far as flooring is con­ 
cerned. hooked rugs and sol­ 
id-color carpeting are good, 
too. 
You can treat your win­ 
dows to tailored curtains or 
gay 
and 
ruffled 
designs. 
Prints related to American 
history or to nature are al­ 
ways attractive. 
DANISH MODERN stands 
for exposed wood frames and 
trim tailored cushions. 
The 
w'ood always has the color of 
oil-rubbed walnut. 
This style is particularly 


adaptable 
to 
small-§ca1ed 
rooms that would be easily 
overpowered by heavy lines. 
Carpets are usually solid col­ 
ored. Area rugs may have ab­ 
stract designs in vibrant col­ 
ors. 


Fabrics with a homespun 
look and synthetics with con­ 
ventionalized 
designs 
are 
friends of Danish modern. 
You would probably want ac­ 
cessories with a hand-crafted 
look, even though they might 
be machine-made. 


ORIENTAL styling calls for 
the carefully-studied effect, 
the well-placed line and mass, 
characteristic of a Japanese 
print Use too heavy a hand 
and the result will look like 
an opium den. 


The 
same 
spirit 
runs 
through Oriental, Danish and 
architecturally-lined modern 
furniture. They may be dis­ 
creetly combined. 
Split bamboo and solid-col­ 
ored tailored draperies are 
good for windows. Brass, ter­ 
ra cotta and modern sculpture 
are among possible accessor­ 
ies. For floors you might use 
solid colors and, of course, 
Oriental rugs.

Furniture Prices 


Holding The Line 


The price of furniture has 
increased only 3.1 per cent in 
the last ten years, National 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
show. Dollar for dollar this 
makes furniture one of the 
best buys for Mr. and Mrs. 
America. 
During the same period 
their rent has increased 39 
per cent. They are paying 41 
per cent more for the family 
car, and as for haircuts—it’s 
almost painful to talk about 
them. Haircuts cost 64 per 
cent more than a decade ago! 
While the furniture indus­ 
try has held its price down, 
it has raised the quality of its 
product. Today even low- and 
medium-priced furniture has 
many of the fine points found 
only in better quality furni­ 
ture of the early 1940s. 
The ease of keeping uphol­ 
stery bright and attractive 
makes it possible to incorpor­ 
ate many light and gay shades 
in the home that would have 
been impossible not too long 
ago. There is a rainbow of 
new color in chairs and sofas. 
New glues have been per­ 
fected in the last decade to 
make v e n e e r s amazingly 
strong. 
Furniture 
manufac­ 
turers have discovered pro­ 
tective stain- and scratch-re­ 
sistant coatings. It’s even pos­ 
sible to buy furniture with 
tops impervious to burning 


cigarettes. 
What created this overflow­ 
ing horn of plenty for th e con ­ 
sumer who buys fu rn itu re? 
The answer is high p rod u c­ 
tion and vigorous comp eti­ 
tion. 
Today there are more th an 
4000 companies mak in g fu rn i­ 
ture. Some of the larger fac­ 
tories turn out as man y as 
two pieces of fu rn itu re every 
minute, and it’s stu rd y well- 
made furniture that meets all 
of the important stan d ard s. 
To stay comp etitive th ey 
have to keep their q u ality as 
high and their p rices as low 
as possible. They stay ab reast 
of the best in design b ecau se 
they figure that is th e way to 
sell. 
The result is a favorable 
climate for the family wan t­ 
ing to furnish or re-furnish. 
There is little else to buy that 
has held the price line as well 
as furniture in the last ten 
years. 


Mr. And Mrs. 
Chairs matched in styling, 
often called “ Mr. and Mrs.” 
chairs are a wise investment 
for newlyweds. The man's 
chair is usually a little higher 
and wider than the woman ’s, 
but to balance the scale h ers 
usually has a matching otto­ 
man. 


Dividers Play Vital Role 
I n Decorating Large Rooms 


With open-style planning of 
new homes becoming increas­ 
ingly popular, dividers are 
gaining 
importance 
as 
a 
means of separating one liv­ 
ing area from another. 
Dividers may be decorative 
only, serve a purpose, or com­ 
bine both features. 
Highly decorative and use­ 
ful is a divider of concrete 
block to separate a kitchen 
and dining area from the liv­ 
ing room. A wooden enclos­ 
ure with bookshelves, or a 
bench, may be added on one 
side, and a storage cabinet 
may face the dining area. 
One of the most popular ar­ 
rangements 
in 
a 
modern 
home is the kitchen with sep­ 
arate cooking and dining area. 
An island divider used here 
can also serve as a snack bar 
and food preparation area. 


Purely decorative dividers 
are available in various de­ 
signs. 
Strings of translucent 
glass circles, available in 30 
colors are a decorative excuse 
for a divider suitable for kit­ 
chen, dining room, or living 
room areas. 
High in favor now are fili­ 
gree design wall panels that 
double as folding room divid- 
eis. The versatile panels have 
a light, airy effect. 
Sections of unpainted birch 
veneer 
are 
framed 
with 
smoothly sanded pine, ready 
to paint or stain to match any 
decor. Several sections can be 
hinged together w i t h o u t 
blocking air or light. They 
may also be backed with fab­ 
ric for a dramatic effect. 
All in all, the dividers are 
gaining favor, and it looks as 
if they are here to stay.

To Buy 
Solid Wood 
Or Veneer 


“Shall we buy solid wood or 
veneers?" 
This question is often asked 
when major furniture purch­ 
ases are considered, and be­ 
fore any decision is made, it 
may help if you know the vir­ 
tues and purposes of both. 
Veneers are used for flat 
surfaces where great strength 
lightness or freedom from 
warping is important. A thin 
slice of beautifully - grained 
wood is glued to a core of 
two, four or six layers of 
hardwood. 
To increase the strength, 
the grains of adjoining layers 
always run at right angles. If 
even-numbered 
layers 
are 
horizontal, odd-numbered lay­ 
ers are vertical. The result is 
a construction stronger than 
wood of equal thickness. 
In furniture with veneered 
surfaces, solid wood is always 
used for frames, 
legs 
and 
rails. Parts that are shaped or 
carved are also of solid woods. 
Furniture 
labeled 
“solid 
wood" will be at least one- 
quarter of an inch thick. 
Some 
companies 
making 
Colonial-style 
furniture 
use 
solid woods exclusively. 


Japanese Carving 


A truly unique design ele­ 
ment distinguishes one of the 
pieces in a new collection 
called ‘’Janus.’’

Marin homemakers today 
have a far greater variety 
from which to choose in fur­ 
niture and home furnishings 
than ever. 
Everywhere there are great 
collections of almost every 
known style: traditional, con­ 
temporary, “ modern, ” Italian 
and French Provincial, colo­ 
nial, transitional, Scandinavi­ 
an, Oriental and even “ screw­ 
ball” types!

Latest floorings are of vinyl, 
a smooth, tough and easily 
cleaned surface. Newest thing 
about these floorings this year 
is the wondrous variety of 
patterns and colors that vinyl 
tile and vinyl sheets come in. 
Patterns have created a 
textured look, giving a spe­ 
cial elegance to floors of the 
home. 
Many are shot with 
metal, giving them a sheen 
and sparkle for a dressed-up 
appearance. 
The price is varied for dif­ 
ferent vinyls. The pure vinyl 
floorings are far more costly 
than those in which vinyl is 
mixed with less costly mater­ 
ials. The highest vinyl con­ 
tent floors are the easiest to 
care for and the finest look­ 
ing. 
Manufacturers agree that 
vinyl floors do need occasion­ 
al washing and waxing to look 
their best, but they take less 
waxing and a thinner layer of 
wax to keep them up. 
The selection of vinyl ap­ 
propriate for an area depends 
on the subfloor and the kind 
of room it is. Prior to this 
year you couldn’t use vinyl 


sheets on concrete subfloor­ 
ing, but now with a special 
backing developed in 1959, 
you can. 
The tiles are preferred by 
do-it-yourself

minimum of seams, which 
catch dust and dirt, making 
work for the housewife.

BOARD. This type of board 
is particularly suitable for 
flat roofs.

San Anselmo Man Reassembles 1910 


Hupmobile Which He Found In Pieces 


This is the story of a “ bas­ 
ket ease” with a happy end­ 
ing. 
The hero is no foundling 
infant. He’s an old-timer dat­ 
ing back to 1910. 
He is, in short, a 1910 Hup­ 
mobile car, the antique prop­ 
erty of R obert Jones of San 
Anselmo, a member of the 
San R afael Horseless Carriage 
Club. 
The story begins back in 
1910 when our hero — or 
should it be heroine?— was 
purchased for $750 by a San 
Francisco tire executive for 
his honeymoon trip. 
The shiny new automobile 
then boasted a top speed of 
40 miles an hour and a com­ 
fortable cruising speed of 25 
miles an hour. 
After this happy start and 
a useful career in the imme­ 
diate years that followed, our 
central character disappeared 
from the records until two 
years ago when automobile 
enthusiast Jones found the 
Hupmobile in a barn in East 
Oakland, completely disman­ 
tled and the parts in a box 
trailer. 
Jones brought his new pos­ 
session home in pieces, mark­ 
ing the start of two years of 
painstaking work in reassem­ 
bling the old vehicle. Fellow 
club members aided him in a 
hunt for missing parts. And 
when such searches proved 
unsuccessful, Jones manufac­ 
tured the parts himself. 


Some 99 per cent of the re­ 
construction work and man­ 
ufacturing of missing parts 
was done by Jones himself. 
A few months ago the job 
was completed to Jones’ sat­ 
isfaction. And the old Hubmo- 
bile is once again able to take 
her place along with the fin­ 
est of today's domestic and 
imported machines. 
Sunday drives in the Hub- 
mobile are a regular weekend 
outing for Jones. 
The owner points out that 
Sunday is the day for sports 
car drives. And the 1910 Hup­ 
mobile, classed as a “ Gentle­ 
men’s R unabout” with seats 
for two, was the sports car of 
its era. 
If the vintage vehicle lacks 
some of the speed of present- 
day cars, it does not have to 
spot them anything in the 
important gasoline 
mileage 
factor. Owner Jones reports 
that 40 miles per gallon is 
par for his car. 
And the vehicle which or­ 
iginally sold for but $750 is 
estimated to have a value to­ 
day nearly five decades later 
at $2,500. 
To Jones his car, represent­ 
ing years of labor and love, 
is priceless. 
In keeping with the enthu­ 
siasm of horseless carriage 
owners for their hobby, Mrs. 
Jones dons an authentic heir­ 
loom gown for her rides in 
the vintage vehicles on spe­ 
cial occasions. 


The gown is of heavy ecru 
silk pongee with elaborate 
bodice insets of pink satin 
and lace. And with it goes a 
white leghorn hat with pink 
flowers on the crown and a 
large brim covered with gray 
ostrich 
plumes 
and 
white 
shoes with pale pink bead­ 
ing. 


Her shoes, of course, fea­ 
ture pointed toes and spool 
heels.

Kerouac. Avon 50c. 
Zagg, or Ti Jean, or Jack, 
or Ti Mon Pousse—these are 
the names and nicknames of 
the teen-age Duluoz boy who 
tells this story of his love for 
Maggie and her love for him. 
The place is Kerouac’s fam­ 
iliar 
Lowell, 
Mass. 
Zagg, 
whose father is a printer, has 
schoolboy friends, G. J. Rigo- 
poulos, whom they call G. J.- 
a Greek, but all the rest are 
French-Canadians, Scotty, Al­ 
bert, Vinny, Roger, ready to 
roughhouse, duck one another 
in the snow, wrestle and in 
the crazy way of youngsters 
generally, work off their in­ 
exhaustible energy. 
Kerouac, for me, has been 
a bewilderingly uneven writ­ 
er; he could be very good, and 
very bad.

verbal virtuosity, he steps up 
out of the “beat generation” 
and becomes a worthwhile, in­ 
dividual, arrived novelist in a 
class by’himself.

Automatic Clothes Dryers Doom 
Back Fence Checks On Neighbors

washday broadcast antenna, 
but I doubt it. For some time 
there has been a movement 
afoot by 
manufacturers 
to 
keep people from airing their 
linen in public, and it looks 
like they have succeeded with 
a sneaky invention called the 
automatic clothes dryer. 
Time was when Mrs. C. 
could crane her neck over the 
back fence and fill me in that 
night on what the neighbors 
had been doing all week when 
never a word had been spo­ 
ken. 
“Hilda and Frank had eight 
people for dinner Saturday,” 
she’d say, “and it must have 
been 
quite 
a 
party. 
She 
should have poured salt on 
the napkins and tablecloth 
where the wine was spilled.”

CLOTHESLINES had other 
advantages. When they got 
worn — usually from birds 
picking at the threads to build 
their nests— and had to be re­ 
placed, it meant an extra sup­ 
ply of rope for odd jobs. Ever 
try to find a piece of rope 
around the house? 


Of course this was a little 
hard on the Mrs. 
Whoever 
thought of putting up a new 
clothesline until the old one 
broke, weighted down with 
30 assorted wet smacks which 
she had to re-wash and leave 
in a basket until you came 
home that night? 
Apartment houses used to 
have more pennants flying 
aloft than the commodore’s 
yacht. Frequently there were 
not enough lines for all the 
tenants and this meant they 
had to rotate w'ash days or 
get up early in the morning to 
reserve parking space. 
Once we lived in a pair of 
flats where the other tenants 
had a new baby. No matter 
what day it was, by the time 
my wife got to the roof dia­ 
pers fluttered from all the 
mastlines as far as the eye 
could see. 
She timed her neighbor’s 
ascension and found it to be 
9 a.m. Arising and washing 
one hour earlier she made it 
to the poopdeck by 8 when 
there wasn’t a sail on the ho­ 
rizon. 
But it didn’t last. One morn­ 
ing she was beaten to the 
yardarm again. Our neighbor 
had adopted her own tactics. 
First thing you know the 
alarm was being set for 4 
bells and I was having to get 
my own breakfast. The break­ 
ing point 
came when the 
washing and hanging was be-1 
ing done after I came home 
from work at night and I had 
to help her. 
1 notified the | 
landlord we were moving and ; 
we were lucky enough to get j 
a small cottage across the 
street with no garage but its 
own private clothesline. 
HE DIDNT have any trou­ 
ble renting the place as soon 
as we left— to a young couple 
with twins. But he had an­ 
other vacancy shortly after­ 
ward. Our former neighbor 
couldn’t take the competi­ 
tion. 
We still haven't bought an 
automatic clothes dryer, but 
1 guess we’ll have to. My wife 
is very unhappy. 
All our neighbors know 
what’s going on at our place 
but she’s no longer able to 
tune in on their wavelength. 
It’s frustrating. 


The 
National 
Automobile 
Club has these suggestions for 
California drivers motoring 
into the Sierras or along the 
rugged Pacific coast line: 
Remember that on narrow 
country roads where the grade 
is not of sufficient width as 
to allow safe passing, the ve­ 
hicle descending the hill must 
give up the right-of-way to 
an ascending vehicle. The de­ 
scending vehicle is the logical 
one to back up, because its 
driver will have easier and 
better control. 
Keep in mind that moun­ 
tain driving is particularly 
tiring for most city drivers. 
Take advantage of rest stops 
because suitable spots are oft­ 
en few and far between. 
Remember that the state 
vehicle code requires driver 
to drive as near as possible 
along the right-hand edge of 
the highway. And any driver 
approaching a curve where 
the view is obstructed within 
a distance of 200 feet should 
sound his horn. 
And don’t forget when trav­ 
eling downgrade do not allow 
your vehicle to coast in neu­ 
tral. A car riding free of me­ 
chanical control is a death 
instrument that will f i g h t 
strongly every human attempt 
to curb its downhill run.

Kilted Band 
Colorful 
Music Unit 


There's a sound being heard 
in Marin these days that makes 
the blood tingle in residents 
of Scottish ancestry. 
Its the shrill of bagpipes 
and the thunder of drums. 
And it comes from the Stuart 
Highlanders Pipe Band, a 20- 
member group organized this 
past spring under the leader­ 
ship of Roderick Aya. presi­ 
dent of the band and Belve­ 
dere resident. 
The Highlanders w i l l be 
heard next in Marin on Satur­ 
day of next week when they 
will perform for the 60th an­ 
nual Sunny Hills Grape festi­ 
val in San Anselmo. 
Their performance is slated 
at 12:30 p.m. 


W H ILE THE Highlanders 
were organized only this year, 
many of the members had 
played together for years. 
All share an enthusiasm for 
bagpipe music. 
And they point out that 
their favorite instrument has 
had a colorful and important 
role in the history of Scotland. 
In fact the music of bagpipes 
was once banned and the in­ 
struments branded an "instru­ 
ment of war” by the English, 
so great is the effect of the 
sound on Scottish emotions. 
The skirl of pipes and the 
whirl of kilts will attract much 
attention at the Grape Festi­ 
val next Saturday. The color­ 
ful uniforms, kilts in the red 
plaid of MacLean of Duart, are 
the official uniform. 
In a pipe hand the bass 
drum gives a steady beat, with 
a definite syncopation added 
by the snare or side drums. 
This bit follows patterns often 
composed by the drummer. 
Tenor drummers twirl their 
sticks with flair and also fol­ 
low patterns fixed as an un­ 
written tradition and passed 
on from drummer to drum­ 
mer. Pipers all over the world 
take an interest in each other 
and exchange music and news 
of bands. There is even a col­ 
lege of piping in Glasgow, 
Scotland.

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New Homes Strive 
For Friendly Look 


Have you ever seen a home 
which seemed to reach right 
out to the street to shake your 
hand? If so, you have wit­ 
nessed an important facet of 
modern home design: hospi­ 
tality. 
Everywhere, homes are be­ 
ing designed with the new’, 
friendly look. It shows in their 
proudly 
exposed 
structural 
members, 
in 
their 
chaste 
lines, in their liberal use of 
warm, natural materials like 
wood, even in the refreshing 
creations being used for front 
walks. But nowhere is this 
welcoming touch more appar­ 
ent than in the entrance area. 
It takes a lot of talent to 
design a friendly entrance. 
There must be just the right 
blend of simplicity and drama, 
of candor and sophistication. 
The real secret lies in open­ 
ing up the entrance area with­ 
out in any way destroying the 
privacy of the homeowners, 
and this entrance turns the 
trick admirably. 
THE O P E N WARMTH of 
such a home may stem largely 
from its exposed structural 
members: posts and beams of 
glued laminated Douglas fir 
and a ceiling of exposed west­ 


ern red cedar decking. By ac­ 
centuating them strongly, the 
architect can also draw upon 
these elements for the drama 
he has stirred into the entry­ 
way. 
The cedar ceiling decking 
and cedar board and reversed 
batten siding can be finished 
in a soft, sandlewood rez, 
while the fir posts and beams 
are stained quite dark as a 
means of underlining their 
presence. 
Then, to fully exploit these 
ingredients, the upper portion 
of the exterior walls are in 
glass so that a person ap­ 
proaching the front door can 
look directly into the house 
and experience the flow of 
strength and continuity these 
elements create as they jut 
out over the entrance. 
A panel of glass adjacent 
to the gayly painted front 
door gives the final touch to 
this friendly entrance. Al­ 
though it opens to view the 
inner entryway, the house has 
been planned so that no other 
area is exposed to view from 
the outside. Thus privacy has 
been preserved and hospital­ 
ity created in one master 
stroke. 


Don't Delay The Removal 
Of Your Dead Shade Trees 


If one of your shade trees 
dies, have it removed as soon 
as possible. According to the 
National Arborist Association 
there are several reasons why 
the job should not be long 
postponed. 
A dead tree is dangerous. 
Shortly after it dies it is in­ 
vaded by wood-rotting fungi- 
Increasingly weakened by de­ 
cay, eventually branches drop 
or the entire tree topples 
over, and this may occur with 
little or no warning. Falling 
dead wood may damage your 
house or property, or it may 
cause injury to any person in 
the immediate vicinity of the 
tree. The longer a dead tree 
stands, the more hazardous it 
becomes. 
SOMETIMES dead trees are 
inhabited by fungus diseases 
that also attack living trees. 
The fungus lives on or in 
dead 
wood 
and 
produces 
s p o r e s , corresponding in 
function to the seed of higher 
plants, which are carried to 
nearby trees by wind, insects 
or other means. 
Various 
injurious 
insects 
live and breed in dead trees. 
An example of this is the 
bark beetle that serves as the 


carrier of the Dutch elm dis­ 
ease. These insects over-win- 
ter as small, white larvae, or 
grubs, just under the bark of 
dying or recently dead elm 
wood. 


With the coming of spring 
they emerge as adult beetles, 
fly to nearby healthy elms, 
and feed on the succulent 
bark 
of young 
twigs 
and 
branches. 
If the elm wood 
from which they emerge is 
diseased, the beetles may car­ 
ry some of the spores of the 
fungus on their bodies and, 
in feeding, transmit the dis­ 
ease to the healthy elm. 


IT MAY BE difficult for 
you to determine whether or 
not a tree is dead after the 
leaves drop in the autumn, 
but it is easy during the sum­ 
mer and early fall—a dead | 
tree has no green leaves- Ex-1 
amine your trees before the 
autumnal leaf drop occurs, 
and mark those that are dead. 
Then there will be no con­ 
fusion or mistakes made if 
you have to postpone removal 
until late fall or winter. 
A word of warning—don't 
attempt to remove a large 
dead tree yourself.

Dry Cleaning, tells us the 
outer fabrics— cotton sheen, 
cotton poplin, cavalry twill, 
tweed, corduroy, or leather 
— are truly dry-cleanable. 
So are the lining fabrics of 
quilted rayon, wool Orion, 


Dynel or Vcrcl fur-type pile 


fabrics. However, the com­ 


bination of the outer fabric 


and the lining fabric, along 


with the interlining fabric, 


is a very important consid­ 


eration. 


Interlinings that contain 
fugitive - dyed black wool 
shoddy may cause trouble 
in removing ground-in soil 
or stains from the outer 
coating fabric. 
The black 
dye bleeds to the moisture 
required to r e m o v e the 
soil and Mains. This makes 
a dye stain on the coating 
fabric. 


Many leathers arc dyed 
with colors that bleed to 
dry cleaning solvents. W hen 
bleeding occurs, 
the 
dye 
stains the white or light- 
colored lining fabric. There­ 
fore the lining must be re­ 
moved 
from 
the 
leather 
part of the garment, and 
each part must be cleaned 
separately. 


It is a good rule not to let 
your coat get too soiled be­ 
fore you have it cleaned. 
Consult your dry cleaner 
about cleaning so you w ill 
understand the special care 
that is required to clean it 
satisfactorily.
